Washington, April 
has asked permission 


United States to move troops 

through American territory so as 

to attack the state of Sonora from 

the north. No action on the re- 
@auest has yet been taken. 

The Carranza government wishes 
to move its forces on the Mexican 
Central line to El Paso, thence 
through American territory to 
Douglas, Arizona, and across the 
boundary to Agua Prieta, from 
which point a movement against 
Iiermosillo, the capital of Sonora, 
would be undertaken. 

The other point of attack against 
Sonora is through the Pulpito pass, 
bétween Sonora and Chihuahua, and 
it was said that this pass could be 
defended by a very small force of 
Sonora troops. 

United States Under Pressure. 

In making known today that 
Mexico had requested permission to 
move troops through Texas, New 
Mexico and Ariwona, officials said 
th# United States was “under pres- 
sure from the Mexican govert- 
ment.” 

Mexico frequently has asked per- 
mission to move its troops through 
American territory to attack rebels 
in Sonora, and on some occasions it 
has been granted. 

The American government has 
been notified officially by Mexico 
of the closing of the customs 
houses on the Sonora-American 
boundary. The Sonora state author- 
ities have established and are 
maintaining customs houses.

Elevators Run 
Despite Strike 
Of Operators 


New York, April 16.—‘Volunteer 
specials” were run today in eleva- 
tor shafts of New York skyscrapers. 
Business men, lawyers, financiers 
and clerks helped to run elevators 
lest a strike of operators force peo- 
ple to do mountain climbing in the 
Wall street canyons. 

Late today efforts to effect a set- 
tlement of the strike was begun by 
J. J. Belan, of the state industrial 
comnrission, on mediation and arbi- 
tration. Several building superin- 
tendents announced that they would 
agree to arbitration of demands be- 
fore boards composed of building 
tenants, provided ‘the men returned 
to work immediately. 

Although strikers claim 17,000 op- 
erators are out, Belan placed the 
number at 7,000. While the strike 
has affected office buildings, loft 
buildings and houses, the financial 
district suffered the most because of 
such buildings as the Equitable 
with 40 stories, the Woolworth with 
54 and numerous others with a score 
or more stories and a population 
as high as 12,000. Superintendents 
reported, however, that no tenant 
or patron of a tenant had to walk 

up or down. 

Women who were installed as ele- 
vator operators for war-time emer- 
gency were recalled to take the 
place of strikers and the manage- 
ment of the tallest building in the 
world—the Woolworth—said their 
service was so satisfactory that they 
would be retained permanently at 
the wage for which the men opera- 
tors went on strike. 

Some of the strikers are women, 
as ceratin buildings retained the 
war-time innovation as to the sex 
of operators. The Singer building, 
\whose operators have all been wom- 
en, asserted it gave 100 per cent 
service. 

Volunteer operation by tenants 
was particularly noticeable in the 
Equitable building. Starting with 
30 of its 63 elevators shut down and 
express service to the higher floors 
curtailed, it managed | to operate all 
the lifts before the day was over. 
Tenants who acted as/elevator men 
for a while, when relieved by other 
high rent payers, went Back to their 
offices. 

Thomas K. McGill, president of 
the union, who, before a strike vote 
was taken, denounced several walk- 
outs as unauthorized; asserted the 
union had the financial district tied 
up tight. 

rrhe strikers seek from $33. 60 to 
$28.60 in office buildings and from 
$28 to $33 in loft buildings and 
apartments. They rejected offers 
of $28 to $32 in office buildings and 
$20 to $25 in others. 


HITCHCOCK SEES. 
WILSON TRIUMPH 


Nebraska Senator Says 
League Fight Must Be 
Won—Treaty Friends 
Willing for Reasonable 
Reservation. 


Lincoln, Neb., April 16.—Speaking 
in connection with his campaign for 
the democratic presidential nomina- 
tion, United States Senator G. M. 
Hitchcock declared in an address 
here tonight that the fight for the 
league of nations must be won, and 
predicted some way would be found 
whereby America would enter the 
league. 

Afserting it is “unthinkable” that 
the United States “should fail civil- 
ization in this great emergency,” 
SeMator Hitchcock declared the peo- 
ple of this country want peace and 
“are behind the president of the 
United States in demanding the es- 
tablishment of a league of nations." 
“They know,” he said, “that the presi- 
dent has fought a good fight fora 
great ideal. They know that as he 
regains his health and strength the 
fight will be renewed and they have 
high hopes that the outcome will be 
a triumph of the great ideal for 
which he has fought so hard and 
sacrificed so much.” 

Friends of the peace treaty in the 
Senate, the senator stated, were 
willing. to subscribe to “reasona- 
ble’ reservations in order to “meet 
the objections of the suspicious, the 
fears of the timid, and to silence 
the tongues of enemies.” 

Such reservations, he asserted, 
should make it clear “beyond per- 
adventure” that the domestic af- 
fairs of the United S 
to be taken under Jurisdiction of 
the league of nations; that the Mon- 
roe doctrine is to be snatreeted: 
that if the United States is engaged 
in a dispute with any nation hav- 
ing self-governing colonies, domin- 
ions or parts each wi a vote, all 
of those votes and America’s are 
to be disqualified; that the powers 
of congress to declare war are 
unimpaired; that the league has no 
control over the American army and 
navy, and that the United States 
shall be the sole judge whether it 
has performed its obligations in case 
it wants to withdraw.

URGED AT MEETING 


Committees of Board of 
Education, Chamber of 
Commerce and - “te Fed- 
eration of Trajues Will 
Consider the Needed 
Changes.

» That charter reform and better- 
ment of the city’s public school sys- 
tem must go hand in hand was the 
consensus of opinion expressed at 
a mass meeting of Atlanta citizens 
held Friday night at the chamber 
of commerce, called by the board of 
education to discuss the needs of 
the schools. | 

Following discussion of the prob- 
lem, a motion introduced by Earl H. 
Cone, president of the Rotary club, 
was unanimously adopted authoriz- 
ing the president of the board of 
education to appoint a committee 
to co-operate, with a committee of 
the Atlantamhamber of-Commerce 
and a committee of the Atlanta 
Federation of Trades, to study a 
plan of school improvement in con- 
nection with a new city charter and 
report to a subsequent meeting. 

The desperate needs of the school 
System were explained in vivid 
speeches by Superintendent W. F. 
Dykes, Miss Jessie Muse, principal 
of the Girls’ High school; Profes- 
sor W. A. Sutton, principal of Tech 
High school; Dr. M. Ashby Jones, 
W. O. Foote, Alderman Harry Good- 
hart and others. 

$5,000,000 Necessary. 

Superintendent Dykes said that 
the sum of $5,000,000 is absolutely 
necessary to expend in new build- 
ings and equipment to modernize 
the Atlanta schoolg and make them 
commensurate with the e@ucational 
facilities which a city the gize of 
Atlanta should possess. Two senior 
high schools to cost $1,000,000 each 
should be built, he said. Five junior 
high schools which would cost about 
32,000,000 are needed. Ten more 
grammar schools should be erected 
and other buildings renovated. ) 

In addition he declared that the 
eighth grade should be restored, 
domestic science and manual train- 
ing taught in the upper grades; a 
probatiogary school for truants and 
incorrigiVles established; an open- 
air school for tubercular children; 
a vocational school, and the capac- 
ity of the negro schools should be 
doubled.

I think that members 
of such a club ought to agree not 
to buy an automobile until prices 
have dropped 25 per cent. So long 
as people are willing to pay any 
price for the things they want and 
are not willing to practice self- 
denial, all talk about cutting down 
the high cost of living is gabbvle.”

Fairbanks is brought into the 
case through allegations that there 
was conspiracy between himself and 
his present wife to defeat that pro- 
vision of the California law, which 
requires that a year elapse before 
a final decree of divorce be grant- 
ed, by having Mrs. Moore'get a Gi- 
vorce in Nevada. In that respect, 
it is,alleged in the complaint that 
an,engagement and agreement to 
wed existed between Gladys Moore 
and Fairbangs prior to February 165, 
1920, the date on which Mrs. Moore 
came to Nevada.

Washington, April 16.—A _ lively 
tilt between Brigadier General W. 


W. Harts, fOrmer commander of the | 


district of Paris in the A. E. F., 
and Representative Oscar Bland, of 
Indiana, member of the subcommit- 
tee on war @epartment expenditures, 
upset the humdrumneess of the 
hearing on the general's -conduct 
of his post. 

After reading into The Reeord 
the affidavits of a namber of men

under General Harts’ command anéd 
incarcerated in the Paris prisons at 
the Hotel Ste. Anne and La Ro- 
quette, Bland remarked: 


“You’ve learned a good deal

‘“L maintain that that is a dis- 
respectful. statement,” retorted the 
generat, with some heat. “It is un- 
worthy of a mewhber of congress.” 

“T am not concerned with your 
opinion of me,” the representative 
snapped back.

“Nor I with your opinion of me,” 
said the general, raising his voice. 

“But if I can add anything to 
your discomfort, general,” pursued 
Bland, “after the evidence I have 
here of the way these American 
boys were treated in Paris under 
your jurisdiction, 1 will feel that 
my time has been well spent.’’* 

“Long. before you knew me,” the 
general came back, with heat, “you 
filled the newspapers with all sorts 
of unsupported charges about me 
and my administration. You did 
that time and again.

I maintain, sir’— 
shaking his finger at the congress- 
man—‘“that you have treated me 
very unjustly, very unfairly.” 

“I trust,” replied Representative 
Bland, “that the result of this in- 
guiry may bring you before the 
proper tribunal where you will have 
to answer under army regulations, 
if not before the law.”

General Wood added that he 
would remain on leave for the pres- 
ent, as nothing in the situation 
here made necessary his presence 
at departmnt headquarters. 

After revoking the charters of 
three lodges of the Brotherhpced of 
Railroad Trainmen, two in Chicago 
and one in San Francisco, A. F.

RAIL LABOR BOARD 


CONSIDERING STRIKE. 

Washington, April 16.—The rail- 
road labor board perfected a tem- 
porary organization at its initial 
meeting today by electing Henry 
Hunt, former mayor of Cincinnatl, 
as chairman, and G. Wallace Hang- 
er, of this city, as secretary. Both 

The wage dispute as it stood with 
the breaking up of the bipartisan 
wage conference here two weeks 
azo was submitted to the board, 
Mr. Hanger announced, and the 
board will begin consideration of 
the dispute ag it now exists. 

The board will meet again to- 
morrow and by that time the: two 
absent members—Judge R. M. Bar- 
ton, of Memphis, Tenn., represent- 
ing the public, and A. C. Wharton. 
of the labor group—are expected to 
be present. After their arrival the 
organization of the board probably 
will be made permanent. 

Secretary Hanger’s announcement 
made it clear that the board would 
not consider separately the wage 
demands of the railroad men now 
on strike. The bipartisan confer- 
ence here between the representa- 
tives of the roads and the unicns 
undertook a settlement of the whole 
wage question and the board will 
take the matter up where that con- 
ference left it. 

Both arbitration and railroad of- 
ficials believe that the prompt as- 
sembling of the board will have its 
influence on the present strike of 
the railroad men. Many of those who 
walked out already have returned 
with the understanding that their 
demands would receive prompt at- 
tention. 

Confirmation of the board mem- 
bers came only after sharp criti- 
vism of the president's nominees 
had been voiced by republican and 
Jemocratic senators. The only roll- 
eall forced by opponents of any 
nominee was that on the name of 
G. Wallace Hanger. of the public 
group, who was confirmed by a vote 
of 31 to 24. It was understood that 
the urgency of the strike crisis im- 
pelled senators to abide by the de- 
cision in Mr. Hanger’s case and to 
allow the other nominees to be con- 
firmed without roli-ceaill. 


ONE BIG UNION 
TO BE ADVOCATED. 

Chicago, April 16.—Plans of the 
Industrial Workers of the World to 
advocate the one big union move- 
ment during the present unrest 
among railroad workers were re- 
lated in a statement by William 
Haywood, former general secretary 
and treasurer of the L W. W., and 
John Sandgren, editor of the One 
Big Union Monthly, published here. 
today. 

The two leaders were quoted as 
soaring any connection between the 
I. W. W. and insurgent railroad or- 
ganizations now on strike, but said 
efforts had been made to institute 
“industrial unionism” in the unau- 
thori rail strikes as in all other 
strikes of importance. 

“We have always agitated toward 
securing recruits for the one big 
union ea,” Haywood was quoted. 
“We did so in the Gary steel strike, 
and we probably will do so as long 
as we are an organization—for we 
consider that the goal of all indus- 
trial organizations. 

“Plans which theal. W. W. has 
been advocating inchtide a complete 


strength to declare a general strike 
On all lines, in all crafts, thus pre- 
cipitating the crisis through which 
it is hoped the companies will pass 
into the hands of the union.” 
ANSWER SENT

STRIKERS RETURN 
AT WASHINGTON. 

Washington, April 16, — Em- 
ployees at the Potomac yards here, 
Known as the “freight gateway to 
the south,” who went on strike 
yesterday for the second time with- 
in four days, returned to work to- 
day after conferences with union 
leaders. Switching crews at the 
‘Eckington yards of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad, who walked out 
yesterday, also returned to work. 

Movement of freight through the 
Potomac yards was resumed when 
the day shift reported for duty. 
Six of the strikers answered sum- 
mons to appear before a_ federal 
grand jury, but were released after 
District Attorney Laskey had been 
informed that the strike had ended. 
4,000 STRIKERS 
VOTE TO RETURN. 

Toledo, Ohio, April 16.—By a large 
majority, four thousand insurgent 
railroad switchmen of Toledo yoted 
this afternoon to return to work im- 
mediately. 


MEXIC ARMY MAY 
CROSS U. S. TERRITORY 
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The state of Sonora will appeal to 
the United States for recognition 
as a belligerent. Announcement of 
the proposed appeal was made here 
today by Francisco Elias, a leader 
in the Sonora revolt against the 
Carranza government of Mexico. 

Republic of Sonora troops today 
continued their march toward 
Culiacan, capital of the adjoining 
State, Sinaloa, by which move they 
wrested the aggressive from Car- 
ranza troops sent to force Sonora’s 
refentry into the Mexican federa- 
tion of states. Military authorities 
said a Sonora success in Sinaloa 
would give the seceding state the 
military power necessary to over- 
come any force President Carranza 
might send again&t them. 

Reports were circulated through- 
out Sonora of the revolt of other 
states and federal troops in sym- 
pathy with the Sonora movement 
Confirmation was lacking, how- 
ever. 

Backers of the secession move- 
ment say Sonora has ample finan- 
cial backing for any military cam- 
paign. Private citizens possessing 
firearms and ammunition were ap- 
pealed to today by General P. Elias 
Callesy commander-in-chief of the 
military forces and acting execu- 
tive og “the republic” of Sonora, 
to turn them over to the army.

Constantinople, April 16.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Messages have 
been received from the Aintab area, 
in northern Syria, indicating that 
Turks and Armenians are engaged 
in heavy fighting, the Armenians 
occupying the American mission 
buildings.

No other strictly southern cities 
had a population of 100,000. 

Memphis in the 1920 census shows 
a total of 162,351, an increase of 
23.8 per cent. If Birmingham’s in- 
crease since 1910 has been no great- 
er than that of Memphis, this city 
will be accorded a population of 
164,529. We, however, know that

of our relative standing so far as) 


Memphis is concerned. 


If, however, Richmond has repeat- 
ed the performance of 1900-1910 
with a 30 per cent increase, the 
Virginia metropolis will have a 
population of 191,432, And that is 
the point where Birmingham pride 
begins to work busily. If Birming- 
ham’s percentage of increase has 
been 50 per cent, the population 
will be 199,027, thus retaining a 
good lead over Richmond.

FROM RAIL STRIKE

New York, April 16.—Dun’s to- 
morrow will say: 

General inconvenience and no in- 
conisderable loss to business: have 
elapse, even with an early adjust- 
ment of the labor troubles, before 
the deleterious effects will be whol- 
ly eliminated. With transportation

Quick Action Promised. 

The resolution Upshaw was 
referred to the military affairs com- 
mittee of the house, where it will 
be quickly acted upon, according 
to Chairman Julius Kahn. 

Hearings will be held, and it is 
believed that out of the agitation 
may comé a national emergency pol- 
icy which will materially assist the 
cities of the nation in solving the 
housing problems. 

Chairman Kahn said he was not 
in sympathy with the plan to put 
army tents in the cities, but if con- 
gress shows a disposition to author- 
ize their use for such purposes he 
will not block the passage of the 
resolution. 

, Emerson With Upshaw. 

Emerson, of Ohio, is working with 
Upshaw, and between them they 
hope to evolve a plan by which 
many cities will receive temporary 
aid in their housing difficulties. 

“It is not a permanent national 
policy that I propose. It is tempo- 
rary urgency of a most cruel na- 
ture which’ we must meet,” said 
Upshaw. “If there are not enough 
tents to go round, the present sit- 
uation in regard to housing would 
justify the government in buying 
more. 

“It was suggested by a critic of 
the plan that cities should provide 
their own housing arrangements. 
That is true, but the emergency is 
now so great that only the national 
government can successfully deal 
with it.” 

Mr. Manget sent the following tel- 
egram to Congressman Upshaw: 

“Distress is growing daily on ac- 
count of rent profiteering. People 
being herded together in rooms like 
cattle. Children with widowed 


mothers living together in damp, 
dark basement rooms. If you can 
prevail upon the war department to 
loan me 2,000 tents for four or five 
months you would save the Wves of 
many and build up the health of 
thousands. Will make satisfactory 
guarantee for return of tents in 
good condition.” 

Mr. Manget stated to a Constitu- 
tion reporter last night that his tel- 
ezgram was based upon actual facts, 
which could be easily proved, and 
that it was in no way an exaggera- 
tion. 

He says that he is now conduct- 
ing negotiations for the rest of 
vacant lots and property near 
Lakewood or on the’car line be- 
tween Atlanta and Decatur, where 
the tents may be erected. 

“I want to take the people out of 
the crowded and often insanitary 
places where they are now living in 
Atlanta and let them enjoy the fresh 
air during the summer months,” he 
said. “I especially want to provide 
the children with places where they 
will have plenty of opportunity for 
play. And as a result lI believe that 
rent profiteering will in a large 
measure be halted.”

CHANGE IS PROPOSED 
FOR ARMY COURTS 


Washington, «april 16.—Material 
changes in army courts-martial pro- 
cedure were recommended today by 
the senate military committee in 
reporting legislation growing out 
of the Ansell-Crowder row. 

The bill which will be offered 
by Senator Chamberlain, democrat, 
Oregon, as an amendment to the 
pending army reorganization bill, 
would create a board of review in 
the judge advocate general's office 
with power to modify or annul all 
courts-martlial sentences. 

Other important modifications rec- 
ommended include 

Death sentences must be by a 
three-fourths instead of a two- 
thirds vote of the courts. 

Courts must have members with 
legal experience and be composed 
of officers having at least two 
years’ service. 

Defendants may have coungel, 
military or civilian, of their own 
selection. 

Civil rules of evidence shall ap- 
ply and evidence gathered in prelim- 
inary ex parte investigations shall 
not be admitted without consent of 
accused, 

Verdicts of acquittal may not be 
set aside. 

Punishments may not be heavier 
than under civil procedure, 

Disciplinary punishments shall be 
preferred, to court-martials. 

Junior officers as well as enlisted 
men be made subject to disciplinary 
punishment. 

Not more than two-thirds of a

MEXIC ANARCHY 
LAID TO WILSON

Former U. S. Ambassador 
Wilson Says President’s 
Course Is Responsible 
For Conditions in South- 
ern Republic. 


Washington, April. 16—Mexico’s 
present position is due to “the un- 
fortunate and mischievous policy of 
the Wilson administration,” Henry 
Lane Wilson declared today before 
a senate committee investigating 
Mexican affairs. 

Mr. Wilson wag appointed ambas- 


sador to Mexico in 1909 by President! 


Taft and resigned soon after Presi- 
dent Wilson’s first term began in| 
1913. 

The former ambassador told the

committee that in the six years since! 
his resignation every prediction he' 


made then as to the results of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s policy had been justi- 
fied by the events. 

“President Wilson's theory that 
any number of Mexicans are strug- 
gling for liberty is erroneous,” he 
said. “It is simply a free-for-all 
struggle for loot.” 

Tendency to Anarchy. 

“Any policy of Mexico for the 
Mexicans,” Mr. Wilson said, “merely 
means Mexico for the Indians. The 
years since show the outcome of 
the natural tendency for anarchy 
and disorder—simple barbarism— 
which marks the Mexican people.” 

“To date,” he said, “it has cost 
the people of the United States up- 
wards of a half billion dollars: it 
has led to the violent death of 
300,000 Mexicans and to the death 
by pestilence and famine of 560.- 
009 more. It has caused—up to this 
week—the murder of 665 American 
citizens within Mexico; it has kept 
80,000 of our troops on the border, 
It has left in the Mexican treasury 
a deficit of over $300,000.000 to re- 
piace a Surplus of $100,000,000 left 
by Diaz.’ 

William J. Bryan, as secretary ot 
Btate, “ran the state department like 
the back kitchen of a restaurant,” 
Mr. Wilson said. Almost every dip- 
lomat of the United States sent to 
Mexico since the fall of Diaz and 
some officials at the department, he 
added, had been unable to tolerate 
the Mexican policy.

HUGE aT CHARGED 
ABOUT ARMY SUPPLIES 


Washington, April 16.—Charges 
that “favorites” of war department 
officials had realized from 100 to 
500 per cent profit on resale of sur- 
plus army supplies were made in 
the house today by Representative 
Madden, republicah, of Illinois. 
There was “good authority,” he said, 
for the statement that such sup- 
plies were not made available for 
sale until dealers on the “inside” 
had completed their arrangements, 

The charge was made during de- 
bate on the army appropriation bill 
and Representative Madden did not 
comply with democratic demands 
that he name the men _ involved. 
Chairman Kahn, of the military 
committee, however, announced that 
the charges would be brought to the 
attention of committees investigat- 
ing war expenditures. 

“— want to be distinctly under- 
stood,” Representative Madden said, 
“aé saying that the’ men in charge 
of the sale of war surplus supplies 
are in combination with men on the 
outside to whom an advantage is 
given and that in no case except an 
exceptional on@&is anybody advised 
that war supplies are declared a 
surplus except these men who are 
given the inside. They never make 
a declaration of surplus until they 
find that the men to whom they 
sell them have found a market. The 
result is that these men who are in 
the business of selling war surplus 
supplies on the market are making 
millions of dollars.” 

Challenging Madden to name the 
men, Representative Fields, demo- 
crat, Kentucky, urged adoption of a 
resolution to compel action by the 
Cepartment of justice, while Rep- 
resentative Gard, democrat, Ohio, 
also asked that names be given by 
Madden, declaring that it was easy 
for one to speak in his “protected 
capacity” as a member of congress. 


Burton Not to Accept 


Washington, April 16.—Theodore 
E. Burton, former senator from 
Ohio and now president of the Mer- 
chants’ National bank of New York, 
is understood to have decided not 
to accept the place on the tariff 
commission for which he recently 
was nominated by President Wil- 
son, preferring to continue his pri- 
vate business interests.
